Membership in the CATC remained constant for 2006/2007. However, the cost to print and the ever increasing cost of postage has made it 
necessary to raise the dues for 2008 to $20 per year. This change was voted on at the annual meeting in July at the CNA convention and 
carried unanimously. It was agreed that even with the small rise in dues it was still the best bargain in numismatics. 
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Communion Tokens of Hamilton Ontario 

The city of Hamilton can lay claim to being the most Scottish of all Canadian cities. It 
began when, just after the War of 1812, Scottish settler George Hamilton purchased a farm and 
decided to begin a town in the area. From that point the town grew rapidly, having its boundaries 
set in 1833 and receiving status as a city in 1846. Many of the early settlers were Scottish as the 
proliferation of Presbyterian Churches indicates. Early congregations were formed from the three 
major branches of Presbyterianism in Scotland, and today there are more congregations of the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada in this city of over 500,000 than in any comparable sized city in 


Canada. 


Hamilton, Church of Scotland 

Members of the Church of Scotland began holding services in Hamilton in 1826. As the 
town grew, the people asked to have a congregation established, and their request was granted in 
1833. In that same year, a modest frame building was built, the congregation was named St. 
Andrew’s, and the Rev. Alexander Gale was called to be the minister. The name of the 
congregation was changed to St. Paul’s in 1873. St. Paul’s became part of the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada in 1875 and voted 411-159 to remain Presbyterian in 1925. Tokens were struck 
commemorating the centennial of the congregation in 1933 and the centennial of the building in 


1957.

Hamilton, United Secession Church 

In 1837, a small group of Scots associated with the United Secession Synod in Scotland 
gathered for worship in a schoolhouse in the town of Hamilton. Early supply of the pulpit came 
from the nearby towns of Ancaster and West Flamborough. The growing congregation opened its 
first church building on Merrick Street (now York Boulevard) in 1843. They did not have a 
regular minister until 1847 when they called the Rev. James Dalrymple. He resigned due to ill 
health in 1850, and the congregation called the Rev. John Hogg, who served from 1851 to 1855. 
It was during his ministry that the token was struck for use. In 1856, the Rev. Dr. William 
Ormiston was called and the congregation built a new building on Jackson Street. In 1861, at the 
forming of the Canada Presbyterian Church , the congregation took the name Central (see 
Hamilton, Central). In 1925 they chose narrowly (398-381) to remain Presbyterian

Hamilton, Canada Presbyterian Church 

The Merrick Street Church (see Hamilton, Merrick Street) moved and became known as 
the Jackson Street Church, then took the name Central while under the ministry of the Rev. Dr. 
William Ormiston in 1861. This token was made at that time, commemorating the union of the 
Secession Church with the Free Church in Canada, but apparently it was used for only two years, 
as, in 1863, records show that the congregation began using “tickets of membership”. Dr. 
Ormiston accepted a call to New York City in 1870. The building on Jackson Street was 
destroyed by fire in 1906 and the congregation moved to their present building on Charlton 
Avenue. In 1925 Central, with nearly 800 voting members, remained Presbyterian by a majority 
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of only 17 votes.

Hamilton, Free Church of Scotland 

The minister, the Rev. Alexander Gale, and a number of members of St. Andrew’s 
Church left in 1844, taking the side of the Free Church of Scotland. For the first two years, the 
congregation shared the building of the United Presbyterian Church (see Merrick Street), then 
completed their own building in 1846, the date of the token. This was also the year Hamilton 
became a city. Mr. Gale preached at the opening of the new building, but that year accepted the 
position of Principal of Knox College in Toronto. In 1847 the congregation called the Rev. Ralph 
Robb. Knox took part in the unions of 1861 and 1875, and in 1925 voted 756-71 in favour of 
remaining Presbyterian. A Sunday School Mission of Knox Church became Calvin Presbyterian 
Church in 1909. In 1965 the two congregations became a single charge, and in 1971 Knox was 
amalgamated with Calvin-Grace, a mission congregation. In 2004 Calvin-Grace was dissolved by 
the Presbytery of Hamilton.

Hamilton: Flamborough and Beverly, United Secession Church 

In recent years the townships of Flamborough and Beverly have been added to the city of 
Hamilton, so their history is added to this article. The township of Flamborough is located to the 
West-North West of Hamilton and includes the town of Waterdown. The township of Beverly 
meets the western boundary of Flamborough and its annexation extends the city of Hamilton right 
to the edge of the region of Waterloo and the city of Cambridge (specifically the section of that 
city once known as Galt). 

In 1833 the Rev. Thomas Christie of the United Associate Synod of the Secession Church 
in Scotland began work in West Flamborough, Beverly and South Dumfries Townships. From his

work in West Flamborough, he traveled west and found a small gathering of Scots who have 
carved out an island in the forests of Beverly Township and called it Little Scotland. The village 
later took the name Kirkwall. Further west, he gathered other groups of Scots in the villages of St. 
George and Glen Morris in South Dumfries. Mr. Christie walked the distance of 11 miles from 
West Flamborough to Kirkwall through forest trails every three weeks to provide sermons to the 
congregation. At other times, services of song and prayer were led by elders. Similar services 
were provided in St. George and Glen Morris. Mr. Christie ministered to the four congregations 
for five years before ceding the work in Beverly and South Dumfries to another minister. His 
work in West Flamborough and South Beverly continued until August of 1870. The West 
Flamborough church building is located on the border between Flamborough and Beverly 
townships, just west of the village of West Flamborough at Christie’s Corners, which was named 
in memory of the long-time minister. The Rev. Thomas Christie was the first moderator of “The 
Missionary Presbytery of the Canadas in Connection with the United Associate Synod of the 
Secession Church in Scotland”, which came into being on December 25", 1834. 

In 1838 Mr. Christie resigned part of his charge in order to give his full energy to the 
work at the West Flamborough congregation, and the congregations of St. George, Glen Morris 
and Kirkwall called the Rev. James Roy, who arrived later that same year. Mr. Roy resigned the 
Kirkwall part of the charge in 1845, but continued to pastor St. George and Glen Morris until his 
untimely death in 1852. 

In 1847 the United Secession Church in Scotland united with the Relief Synod to form 
the United Presbyterian Church. Thus, when the Kirkwall congregation called their next minister, 
the Rev. John Porteous, they were part of that newly named denomination. Mr. Porteous saw the 
congregation through the union with the Free Church in 1861 and into the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada before he retired in 1875. In 1913, the charge was enlarged to include the church in the 
village of Sheffield (also in Beverly Township), which had been United Brethren and 
Congregationalist before being received into the Presbyterian fold. In 1925, Kirkwall voted by 
over 80% to.remain Presbyterian, while Sheffield joined the United Church of Canada. A small 
congregation of Presbyterians continued in Sheffield until 2007. Those in Kirkwall who favoured 
the United Church nevertheless chose to remain Presbyterian after the vote. 


The tokens: 

The first token, number 8, was used by the Rev. Thomas Christie in West Flamborough, 
and may have been used in the other congregations, although this cannot be confirmed. The 
second token, number 9, with the initials of the Rev. James Roy, was used in St. George, 
Glenmorris and Kirkwall. The third token, number 10, was struck for use in Kirkwall alone, and 
was made at the arrival of the Rev. John Porteous, and the beginning of the congregation as part 
of the United Presbyterian Church.

JkeLondon Numismatic Society published an article by Len Buth on a personal medal struck by the 
Cranston Novelty Company, Galt. I decided more might be located on this company and present 
below an article based on genealogy and family history. The source of the article is the Waterloo 
Historical Society Report for 1955 at pages 12 and 13. The family genealogy is omitted here. The 
article contains new information on the company. I have highlighted a sentence that needs further 
research regarding Ottawa politicians. 


Alexander and Marion Cranston had four sons and three daughters of whom the third son, James 
Kersall, saw the light of day on August 14, 1856. James Kersall Cranston was not attracted to the 
farm but he did inherit his father’ s love of good books. After apprenticing himself in his teens to a 
book store in Port hope, he became a clerk in the store of Alexander Elmslie in Galt. 


In the summer of 1879 he married Eva McLean, daughter of Robert McLean, a native of Inverness, 
who in 1846 reportedly had been of the two instructors at Galt’ s only, two-room, public school. 


James K. Cranston had his business ups and downs, but he won himself a good reputation with his 
fellow citizens, serving two terms as alderman for ward two. He operated his own bookstore on 
Main Street between Ainslie and Water Streets and later, after a fire had swept the original area, was 
the proprietor of somewhat larger premises in the Buchanan Block, further east of Main Street. 


One of my most prized possessions is the front cover of the great leader scribbler which James K. 
Cranston issued annually for the use of younger citizens of Galt. It was sent to me not long ago by 
James S. Webster of 64 Grand Avenue North, Galt, along with some personal recollections of Galt’s 
early bookseller. 


James K. Cranston was a born salesman if not a born business-man and novelties were a constant 
challenge to his imagination. Indeed it was he who introduced to this part of Ontario the first flat disk 
phonograph, the safety bike with two low wheels, and the aluminum due bills with which 
storekeepers paid for produce. The latter was a thriving business and might well have made 
Mr. Cranston wealthy. Unfortunately, however, Ottawa’s politicians saw in the aluminum 
coins a threat to the stability of the country’s currency and outlawed their use. 


Nonetheless the Cranston Novelty Co. succeeded the bookstore business and for years was carried 
on from both Toronto and Galt, James Cranston having moved to the bigger city inn 1905. 


James Cranston, although an urbanite, never forgot the traditions of the old homestead at Cedar 
Creek, Many a morning he headed out with his eldest son, Herbert, to drop a line into the then clear, 
cold, sparkling trout stream which crossed the first Cranston farm in Dumphries Township. Now 
Cedar Creek has lost much of its tree cover and also most of its fish, but its traditions die slow. 


On those fishing expeditions, James Cranston drove by horse and buggy from his stable at 24 Oak 
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Street, and many the yarn I have heard about his horse “Lady” and about the football and baseball 
games at Dickson Park, watched at times from the top of freight cars parked in the nearby Grand 


Trunk yard. 


Herb Cranston, that oldest son of bookseller James Cranston - and great grandson of Robert - was 
my late father, a man whose boyhood memories, passed on in bedtime stories, will link me forever 


to Galt’s early days.

The first Cranston store is said to have been in the third block west from Ainslie Street. The building now on the site houses 


Mills Hardware and Barton’s The second store was probably where Meikelhom’s Pharmacy (63 Main ) is now.

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The E.C. Otterman Store, Nelles Corners, Ontario

-Nelles Comers, Ontario is located in Haldimand County on Hiway 3 between Jarvis to the west and 
Cayuga to the east. A general store, now torn down, existed there for many years. In early 1900 a 
Mr. H.P. Coverdale was advertising clothing, boots & shoes in the store and was accepting butter, 
eggs and dried apples in trade. 


By January of 1908 the store was owned by E. G. Stickle, who advertised dry goods and 
boots & shoes. His sales were also conducted on a cash or trade basis. In August of 1909 Mr. 
Stickles sold to Edward C. Otterman who called the business “The Farmer’s Store”. Mr. Otterman 
operated this store for only a little more than a year. In the Thursday, September 22° 1910 issue of 
the Cayuga, Haldimand Advocate he advertised that he was having a clearing out sale of his entire 
stock of dry goods, clothing, boots, shoes, hardware, crockery and groceries. Everything to be sold 
in 30 days. Produce was still being taken as cash. 


By November 10" 1910 the Haldimand Advocate displayed an ad for Williamson & Son of 
Nelles Corners. The ad mentioned that the Otterman stock must be cleared out. They were also 
advertising grain, flour and feed. 


The store continued under different ownerships for many years before being torn down about 
thirty years ago. 


E.C. Otterman made use of Due bill tokens white he operated the business. A one doltar due 
bill from his business is listed in Palmer’s Ontario General Merchants’ Trade Due Bills. The token 
is of aluminum, scalloped in shape and is 37 mm in diameter.

©%e hamlet of Monkton is located on the Elma-Logan town line in Perth County. It is on Hiway 23 
about mid-way between Mitchell and Listowel. 


Edward Wistanley, originally a Leicestershire man is considered the founder. He first 
emigrated to Scarborough, Ontario and later went to Manitoba. The gold rush of 1849 got him to 
California but he later returned to Ontario. 


He was granted a large parcel of land by the government in return for which he was to erect 
a sawmill which was built in 1857. A surveyor drew up plans for a village which was laid out in lots 
and streets and a market square. About ninety per cent of the lots and streets were never opened. 


About 1856, the Mitchell and Listowel Gravel Road was constructed. The contractor was 
S.M. Daly. Mr. Daly erected a blacksmith shop in the south-eastern part of the village to be used 
in conjunction with the road construction. His clerk, Dr. Dunsmore opened the first store which later 
was turned into a school house and church in 1859. These were the first two businesses to open in 
Monkton. 


Over the years the settlement grew and other businesses came into being including, hotels, 
a wagon factory, shoe shops, tailor shops etc. 


In 1899 a Mr. Thomas Fullerton, formerly of Atwood, opened a tin and hardware shop in 
partnership with a Mr. Henry Zieman.. This store burned in 1900 but was replaced with a new brick 
store soon after. In 1903 Robert Smith bought the store, Fullerton opening a hardware in Drayton, 
Ontario. Fullerton returned to Monkton in 1904 and bought the business back. He purchased the 
old Methodist church, moved it across the street and renovated it for his store. In 1908 Fullerton 
died at the young age of 26. 


J. Richard Near & Co. purchased the store but operated it only a short times. He sold to John 
Woolacott in November, 1908, only a few months after. Woolacott in turn sold it in 1910 to Milt 
Bettger. He and a cousin, John Bettger operated the business under the name of M.E. Bettger & Co. 
In 1928 they had added the agency for selling General Motors cars. In 1928 Milt Bettger bought 
John’s shares of the business. He sold the hardware part of the business in 1952 and in 1961 under 
the ownership of J.M. McLean the store was destroyed by fire. 


J.R. Near was with this business for less time than any other merchant, however, he is the 
only one connected with it known to have used tokens. A brass $1 due bill token survives from his 
time. It is 36 mm in diameter and has 12 scallops. 


The corner of Wistanley and Maddison Streets was the site of Moknton’s first hotel. It was built in 
1857 and operated by Mr . Joseph Bennett. In 1870 he sold the hotel to John Collinson but 
purchased it back in 1873. According to an ad in the Mitchell Advocate of 2 May 1873, the bar was 
supplied with the choicest liquor and cigars procurable. It had ample stable accomodation and an 
attentive hostler. 


A brother-in-law of John Collinson, Alfred Huggins purchased the place in 1879. The hotel 
was destroyed by fire but soon replaced with a white brick structure which is still standing today. 


Ownership went to a Mr. Henry Kleber in July of 1903, Mr. Huggins dying a very short time 
after the sale. 


On the death of Mrs. Kleber the hotel was once again sold to a Mr. August Bauer in August 
of 1904. During Mr. Bauer’s days with the hotel, the sale of liquor in Monkton became prohibited. 
Mr. Bauer lived in Mitchell and had the hotel managed first by Philip Schade, then Mrs. H. Mogk 
and finally by Mr. & Mrs. August Cleo. 


Bauer sold the place to John Elliggen in 1919. He re-decorated the entire place and re-named 
it the “King Edward Hotel”. Two years later Elliggen sold to a Mr. & Mrs. Peter Schroeder of 
Stratford. It was later taken over by their son, Edward Schroeder. In 1923 the hotel stables which 
were situated across the street from the hotel were sold and shortly after torn down. 


In 1940 John Elliggen and his wife again bought the place selling it in 1942 to Mrs. Charles 
Riskie who was there until 1959 when John W. Yundt bought it and turned it into a private 
residence. 


In 1977 after extensive renovations, a tavern and dining room were opened named “The Red 
Maple Dining Lounge” with Mrs. Joyce Yundt as proprietor. Today (2007) the old hotel is operating 
as the Sisters Antiques, Bed & Breakfast, Tea and Lunch Room. 


A livery token was used in conjunction with the hotel while it was under the ownership of 
August Bauer. The octagonally shaped, aluminum token was good for hay for one horse.

C76m octagonal token, made of aluminum and 27 mm in diameter is listed for C. Richardson & Co. 
of St. Mary’s. The token has a hole at the top and appears to be a tool check. 


C. Richardson & Co. were manufacturers of dairy supplies and were in business circa 1900. 


They are listed in R.G. Dun’s Mercantile Reference for the Dominion of Canada in 1908 and it also 
mentions in this listing that they operated out of Calgary, Alberta as well. 


An ad appearing in the St. Mary’s Argus Journal of 4 July, 1901, mentions that the firm had 


won the Highest Award at the Paris Exposition. The Grand Prize and Gold Medal in 1900.

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Wilkie’s Glove-Phit Shoes Token, Windsor, Ontario 
by Harry N. James FCNRS 


GYihe many tokens listed that were used by various businesses in Windsor, Ontario, one sticks out. 
It is that of a shoe merchant and is rather more noticeable than many similar tokens. Most 
advertising tokens tended to be little more than utilitarian. There was very little attempt to 
demonstrate artistic merit. 


Wilkinson’s Shoe Shop, originally on Sandwich Street and later, Ouellette Street, made use 
of a “Good Luck” advertising token which is quite attractive. It has to be considered quite common, 
being frequently seen in dealers’ stock books at various coin shows. Common or not, it is one of the 
nicer looking tokens of this type for the day. 


The token is of copper and 30 mm in diameter. Its obverse depicts a hand on a shoe-covered 
foot within a circle. Around the circle it reads: WILKIE’S GLOVE-PHIT SHOES. The reverse has 
a swastika, which at the time of usage was a popular “good luck” symbol. This is also surrounded 
by a circle, with “YOU WILL ALWAYS HAVE GOOD LUCK WITH ME?” surrounding the circle. 


Wilkinson’s Shoe Shop, which eventually became Geo. H. Wilkinson Limited, was a long- 
running and well-known business in Windsor. Its beginning goes back to 1864 or 1865 according 
to listings of the company in the Windsor City Directories. The Directory for 1940 gives the year 
as 1865 and from 1965 through 1970, the date is given as 1864. 


The earliest listing that I could find in the Windsor Directories was for the year 1891. At that 
time, Wilkinson, R.J., Boots & Shoes was located at 141 Sandwich Street. Robert J. Wilkinson’s 
residence was at the same address. 


By 1893 the address for the business was listed as 91 Sandwich and Mr. Wilkinson’s address 
was 70 Windsor Street. Geo. Wilkinson was listed as a clerk for R.J. Wilkinson, and he was also 
listed as boarding at 70 Windsor, his parents house. 


In 1894 both Geo. and Albert E. Wilkinson are listed as clerks for the firm. By 1895-96 the 
address of the company was 35 Sandwich and the residence address was 69 Janette Avenue. 


By 1901, the company was at 33 Sandwich and the residence had changed twice to 108 
Church and then to 47 Dougall Ave. 


In 1903, Geo. H. Wilkinson was listed as manager for the business and he was still boarding 
with his parents at 47 Dougall. 


The address of the Boot & Shoe business varies in the listings over the next few years as 
either 31, 33, 34 or 35 and sometimes 33 & 35 Sandwich Street. 


During 1906 and 07 R.J. and Geo. H. Are both listed as proprietors of the business which 
now had two outlets, one at 31 Sandwich and the other at 9 Ferry. 
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By 1914, only Geo. H. is listed as the proprietor. 


Throughout the 1920s the Wilkinson Shoe Store was listed at 35 Ouellette Street and Geo. 
H. Wilkinson was living in a house known as “Oak Grove” at 1307 Dougall Ave. By 1927 he is 
being referred to as Col. Geo. H. Wilkinson. In 1940 Col. Wilkinson is listed as the president and 
manager of Geo. H. Wilkinson Limited and his wife is listed as Euphemia H. Wilkinson. The 
directory for this year mentions that the firm now sells Boots & Shoes, Sporting Goods, Luggage, 
Boats & Boating Equipment and a Foot Specialist department is in connection. 


In 1952, Euphemia H. Wilkinson is listed as president and Fred J. Wilkinson and Geo. L. 
Wilkinson are both named as assistant managers. 


The year 1959 is much the same but with the addition of Florence A. Stacey as secretary- 
treasurer. By 1965 Geo. L. was president. The firm ceased to be listed after 1970. 


Their ads during the early 1900s were quite memorable, stating that “Wilkinson’s Shoes 
Wear Like A Pig’s Nose”. There are still people in Windsor today who will make that quote.

I recently purchased a maverick token from an Oregon dealer. I assumed because of the 
denomination it was west coast. 


A few emails were sent to some collectors of Washington and/or saloon tokens and they informed 
me it was not listed in any saloon listings and not listed in the Washington State token list. I haave 
a hunch now that the maverick Brass 12 % cent token was issued for “J”ohn “F” erry, “P” roprietor, 
one of the owners of the Seattle Saloon ciraca 1899, Seattle, Washington.

In the year 1888, Washington Territory became a state of the union. 

In 1889 Seattle suffered the “great fire.” Early pioneers began to rebuild Pioneer Square and in 
April of 1892 Mr. Thomas Watson opened the Central, then known as Watson Bros. Famous 
restaurant, 

In 1901 Mr. Watson sold the business to Messrs. Jamison and McFarland who renamed it “The 
Seattle Bar.”

These were the gold rush years. Yukon miners sought out the Central for its famous kitchen and 
honest bar. Times were so good that in 1903 Jamison and McFarland opened a second establishment 
two doors north and called the J&M Hotel and Saloon. In a newspaper article by John Hinterberger 
the Central Saloon used to be a gambling tavern with its own cashier’s cage and issued its own brass 
tokens, redeemable at the bar. 


Land deed records show that after the turn of the century, in 1907, The Central was sold to Mssrs. 
Master and Casey. 


Adding to the history of miners and Alaskan adventurers came the loggers and the sailors. Seattle 
became the Pacific terminus for the Great Northern Railway. Northwest timber and fish traveled by 
rail to the East while wind-powered ships plied as the Pacific and the Panama Canal. Seattle became 


a major Pacific seaport. 
In 1919 the saloon was renamed The Central Café. 


As the seaport expanded and the cargoes were loaded for distant ports, the Central became in its time, 
a café, a post office, an employment hall, a card room and bar, and a brothel. The dumbwaiter that 
served the downstairs brothel is still here on the north wall. When Henry Yesler’s lumber mill shut 
down and the “skid road” became more known for its bawdy bars and red-light hotels, pioneer Square 
became the refuge of winos, and the occasional aristocrat. 


In 1970, Bob Foster and Jamie Anderson, two young Boeing engineers, purchased the “Central 
Tavern”. Seattle’s “radical chic” had found a home and a just cause. Since that time more buildings 
have been saved than lost and in the mid-70s Seattle’s Pioneer Square was declared a National 
Historical District. Many of Mayor Wes Ulhman’s staff would meat on a daily basis at the Central 
to plan the city’s future. The tavern’s draw and fame was so great that one patron, J. J. “Tiny” 
Freeman was able to run a congressional campaign from the front table. He lost. 


Music and new owners were added in the 1980s (including Angus Duke). Many of the rock-n-roll 
bands now known internationally for Seattle’s “grunge sound” first played to packed houses here at 
the Central. 


In 1990 the present owners traded-in the status “tavern” for “saloon”, refurbished the bar and kitchen, 
and restored the hard liquor license. On April 7* of 1992 the Central Saloon celebrated its 100 
Anniversary. Then as now, the Central Saloon is the place to be in Seattle.

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Aeroplane Aviation Meet Montreal 1910 
BY Mel H. Kyle 


A small brass medal measuring 18.78 mm. with a weight of 34 grains was issued to 
commemorate the first Aeroplane meet in Montreal scheduled for June 25-July 4 1910. 
( Aero-plane chiefly Brit. Var. of Airplane ) although the flights did continue on the 5" of 
July, no doubt due to weather conditions during the meet.

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When 1910 rolled around the concept of fixed wing flight and later powered flight had 
become a reality, although it was in its infancy. In August of 1907 Larry Lesh a 15 year 
old American boy accomplished the first soaring flight in Canada at the Port of Montreal 
and Dominion Park, his first glider was pulled aloft towed by a horse, several flights were 
accomplished in this manner. The second type was also successful, it managed over 10 
kilometers over the St. Lawrence river lasting some 24 minutes, it was towed aloft by a 
motor boat, however the landing was anything but graceful, the prototype was destroyed. 
A third glider was tested in 1908 , it disintegrated in flight, Lesh broke a leg in the 
accident. 


Probably the most acclaimed Canadian Aviator prior to the Airshow was John McCurdy. 
He flew the first powered heavier-than-air flight in Canada on February 23, 1909, in the 
experimental biplane ~ Silver Dart ~ on a frozen lake near Baddeck, Nova Scotia. 

This the forth prototype built by the Aerial Experiment Association, a group led by 
Alexander Graham Bell the well-known inventor of the telephone. 


As historic event go the flight of Frenchman Louis Bleriot on July 25" 1909 in Europe, 
crossing the English Channel on a flimsy monoplane which he built himself, [1) the 

~ Bleriot X1 ~ probably raised awareness as much as the first powered flights of 
Richard Pearse in Waitohi, New Zealand on March-31-1902 and of July of 1903. 

(a flight distance of 1 kilometer ) 2] followed later on December-17-1903 of the 

( Wright Flyer ) the much publicized flight of the Wright Brothers at Kitty Hawk, North 
Carolina (a flight distance of 852 feet in 59 seconds ) [3] 


_ The result of all the unprecedented media coverage put aviation on the map, aeronautical 
demonstration and air shows multiplied enthralling crowds all over, order books were 
filled, flight training increased, saving Blaeriot’s aircraft factory from bankruptcy. 


Montreal was the venue of the first air show in Canada called ~ The Worlds Greatest 
Aviation Meet ~ held at Pointe-Claire in West Island Montreal, from June 25 to July 5, 
1910. On the opening day sensation seekers were well rewarded with a number of 
parachutists launched from hot air balloons, several aircraft were flown as well as one 
that crashed on a failed take-off. Walter Brookins holder of the world altitude record 

( 5460 feet ) was the first in the air at the meet as well as the first to have flown an 
aircraft in Quebec. 


Fantastically successful, the show attracted 20.000 people a day, of the 15 aviators and 
aeronauts present were four sent by the Wright brothers organization in order to extol the 
virtues of the Wright biplanes. 


Frenchman Jacques De Lesseps, was the star of the show, barely a month before he was 
the second to cross the English channel aboard a Bleriot X1. 

On July 2™. De Lesseps made a perilous circuitous flight over the city of Montreal, a 
distance of some 60 kilometers in 49 minutes and 3 seconds exactly. 
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Successful flights at Montreal were conducted on June 28th is spite of heavy winds that 
delayed activity until 5:30 in the evening, Walter Brookins first flight of the day lasted 
nine minutes and thirty seconds, a second ascent attained a height of 4.000 feet. in a time 
span of twenty minutes and thirty seconds. Count De Lesseps also made two ascents that 
day demonstrating high flight and graceful landings. Lachappelle from the Wright team 
did speed circles doing the first lap in two minutes and thirty seconds. the first double 


ascent of the meet was accomplished by Frank Coffyn and Walter Brookins, they stayed 
aloft for fifteen minutes and twenty five seconds. [4] 


On the 30" of June 1910 Walter Brookins accompanied by Bertrand De Lesseps, brother 
of the count, reached 1.140 feet in a Wright machine that lasted twenty-three and one half 


minutes. 


Later on the 2" of July 1910 eleven flights were made, Walter Brookins reached an 
officially certified height of 3.500 feet on a flight that lasted forty-five minutes. 
On the same day Ralph Johnstone on landing smashed his machine beyond repair. 


The next Canadian Air-show was at Toronto in 1912, starting in 1914 the largest and 
longest running Air-show was held in Europe, lasting some four years, it was called 
WW I. The rest is history.

The small town of Moyie is situated on the eastern side of the Lower Moyie Lake. 
The Moyie lakes are a widening of the Moyie River approximately 30 kilometers south of 
Cranbrook. The area has some dykes or ledges which are heavily mineralized with 
galena, a lead sulphide ore. The town was established here because the great St. Eugene 
mine was discovered close by and to a great extent the history of the town for the first 
two decades is that of the mine.

Father Nicolas Coccola was an Oblate father who arrived in East Kootenay in 
1887 to take charge of the St. Eugene Mission which was located some 8 km. north of 
Cranbrook. Father Coccola was one of many who had the mining fever and realized that 
a successful mine could help cover the cost of a proper church and hospital in the area. 
He urged the local first nations people to look for minerals. In 1893 Pierre Ironhead, 
usually known as Indian Pete, brought in some heavily mineralized samples. Father 
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Coccola went to Fort Steele to obtain a miner’s license and happened to meet James 
Cronin, whom he had previously known in Nelson. Together, with Indian Pete, they 
went to the site of the discovery and staked out two claims. These were recorded in Fort 
Steele on June 25, 1893, the St. Eugene claim in the name of Father Coccola and the 
Peter claim in the name of James Cronin.” Others immediately staked claims near by the 
discovery claim. Father Coccola sold his interest to John Finch of Spokane in 1895 for 
$12,000 which he spent on building a church at St. Eugene, a school and other buildings 
required for the education of the natives. Another church was built at Moyie in 1904, 
called St. Peter’s. Finch and Cronin bought two of the claims staked following their 
discovery, the Moyie and the Lake Shore claim and started developing the mine. By 
1898 they had spent some $80,000. In 1899 they disposed of two thirds of their interests 
to the Gooderham-Blackstock syndicate of Toronto, the subsequent company becoming 
known as the St. Eugene Consolidated Mining Company. The syndicate immediately 
spent another $150,000 on exploration and equipment. The C.P.R. railway reached 
Moyie by 1898 and a concentrator was in place by early 1900. The mine became a 
highly profitable shipper until July 1901 when it shut down for almost three years due to 
low metal prices. It resumed operations in May 1904 and operated almost continuously 
until 1911 when the ore body was mostly exhausted. The St. Eugene company became 
part of an amalgamation which saw the War Eagle, Centre Star, St. Eugene, Rossland 
Power Company and the Canadian Smelting Works in Trail become the Consolidated 
Mining & Smelting Company of Canada, Ltd., in early 1906. Cronin remained as mine 
manager until he retired in July 1906.°

The Moyie Leader newspaper was published from April 16, 1898 until April 28, 
1911. The earliest issue available was Vol. 1, No. 2, of April 23, 1898 and two of the 
hotels which advertised in that issue were known token issuers, the Central Hotel and the 
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Moyie Hotel. Both tokens illustrated are rare. It has not been possible to date them 
exactly, but both were probably introduced early in the first decade of the 20" century 
and not used past 1914. The rubbing of the Central Hotel is courtesy of Leslie C. Hill. 


The known token issuers of Moyie: 
The Central Hotel 


At the time of this first advertisement the Central Hotel was owned or operated by 
Martin Foley & Co. The “& Co.” referred to his partner, George Batley, of Gem, Idaho. 
Many hotels of the time were operated on a leased basis and we haven’t found who 
owned the hotel. On July 19, 1898, Victor Desaulnier and George Batley bought out 
Martin Foley’s interest and Mr. Desaulnier assumed the operation of the hotel. He was to 
remain with the hotel for the rest of its existence. Desaulnier may have known Batley in 
Gem, Idaho as one of his brothers lived there. Immediately after Desaulnier and his 
partner took charge of the hotel they built an addition to the bar room and fixed up the 
rest of the building by lining and papering the walls. They also added a large billiard and 
card room which was put into use by the end of August 1898. The dining room was 
operated on a leased basis and there were several different operators in the early years. In 
June 1899 a tower was added to the hotel. Perched on top was a weather vane 
ornamented with a miniature pick and shovel. The addition was said to add “greatly to 
the appearance of the building.” 

March 1900 saw Wesley Cline open a barber shop in the Central Hotel, and Tom 
Pogue opened a cigar and club rooms. D.J. Elmer purchased Pogue’s business in July 
1900 and changed the name to the Solo Cigar Store. His last advertisement was August 
4", 1900. 

Mr. Batley seems to have moved to Moyie by the time that he and Victor 
Desaulnier became partners, but in August 1900 he moved to Spokane. He was given a 
“Farewell Hop” on July 27" with the Moyie orchestra playing, and then on August 1, 
he, his wife, and son Merlin departed, with a large portion of the town people to see him 
off. ° Victor, or Vic as he was usually referred to, was interested in mining and with his 
brother Felix had a placer claim on the west side of Moyie Lake and he also had interests 
in the Coeur d’ Alene, Idaho area. Victor Desaulnier was married to Marie Boissonneau 
in Berlin, New Hampshire on March 31", 1902.° Their first child, a girl, was born in 
January 1903 but survived for only a short while.’ Five other children were born by 
1909.° The earlier reference to a partnership of the Desaulnier brothers was January 1910 
when the brothers bought a building from G.T. McGregor.’ The partnership ended at the 
end of March 1911 when Felix moved to his farm near Pincher Creek and brother 
Edward committed suicide.'° It was about this time that the St. Eugene mine almost 
closed. Over the next couple of years it employed only about 30 men.'’ In 1909 the B.C. 
Directory gave the population of Moyie as 1200. By 1918 it said that there were only 
100 living in Moyie, although Bradstreets’ credit report gave the population as 500. In 
1918 the two surviving hotels were the Central Hotel, run by Victor Desaulnier, and the 
International. The Central Hotel was destroyed by fire in 1931'* and the Desaulnier 
family appears to have left British Columbia at that time. 
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The Moyie Hotel 


The first issue of the Moyie Leader in April 1898 carried an advertisement for the 
Moyie Hotel, G. Campbell, proprietor. A couple of months later A.T. Clark’s name was 
also associated with the hotel. The hotel added a pool table in October 1898. Messrs 
Campbell and Clark fixed up the hotel in August 1899, papering it throughout, adding a 
brick chimney and adding a hot air furnace. At the time the building was lit with 
acetylene gas. In April 1900 Andrew and P.F. (Frank) Johnston took over the hotel.!? 
This partnership lasted until August 1902 when Andrew sold his interest to his brother 
Frank. Andrew was said to be going to look after the brothers’ mining claims in the 
Lardeau district. Over the next few years Frank Johnston made a few improvements to 
the hotel, including adding a new “dry” in 1910.'* A “dry” was a drying room for work 
clothes, especially important for miners. He also displayed, “‘a spirit of enterprise in 
having a three-piece orchestra at his place every evening. Barney Wilson plays violin, 
Walter Watkins, piano and Guy Watkins trap drums.” '° Frank Johnston had arranged to 
sell the Moyie Hotel to J.H. Doyle of Cranbrook effective March 12, 1914, but the day 
before a fire broke out on the second floor while Mr. and Mrs. Johnston were “serving 
two Indians with their dinners in the kitchen.”'® A piano, a pool-table and a few other 
articles were all that were salvaged. Mr. Doyle and several of the boarders at the hotel 
lost their personal effects.’ 


' The developers of the mine, the Black-MacKay Mining Company, believed that they could intercept the 
rich lead between the St. Eugene mine and the Aurora claim on the other side of the lake. Starting in 
1906 they put a caisson down in the middle of the lake. The project was not a success. 

> The author does not know why Indian Pete didn’t make a claim. The Mineral Act 1884, said that “Every 
person over, but not under, sixteen years of age shall be entitled to hold a claim.” According to Moyie 
Reflections, [see next footnote] Father Coccola built a model house for Indian Pete and C.M. & S. later 
provided him with cattle, farm implements and a $5 a month pension.

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WILLIAM MORRIS

William Morris was born on June 26, 1849 at Portland, Ontario [ Bastard Township, Leeds 
& Grenville United Counties]. His parents Henry and Elizabeth [nee Kidd] Morris were 
born in Ireland and immigrated to Canada. 


William and his brother Samuel B. Morris moved to Rodney, Ontario [Elgin County] in 
1874 and purchased a general store from Luther Carpenter. They operated this store until 
1881, when they dissolved their partnership. Samuel went into private banking and other 
business ventures. Between 1882 and 1885 William conducted a variety of businesses 
including a butcher shop, and later operated a music store selling organs and other 
instruments. In 1885 William opened a general store on Fumival Street [the main street] 
between Queen and Harper Streets. The front of this establishment had a sign with a large 
sheaf of grain painted in gold colour with his motto on both sides reading “Trade at the 
Golden Sheaf. It will pay”. The family living quarters was above the store, and the entire 
building was lost in a fire in 1911. 


In 1912 William bought the Maple Leaf Grocery Store from James Hillman on Fumival 
Street just north of Clark Street, changing the name of the store to the “Morris Plain Price 
Store”. William Morris stayed in the grocery business until 1927 when he retired at the age 
of 78. His son Vernon who had assisted his father for many years took over the business 
and continued to operate it until the early 1950s.

Also in the 1920s William Morris, and other partners, had an interest in a sash and door 
factory which was eventually sold to Beaver Lumber Co. in 1945. 


William Morris married Sara Lawrence at Toronto in 1876, and they had six children. Sara 
died in 1919. William was an active and well respected citizen of the town, and was a 
charter member of the 1.0.0.F. which was instituted in Rodney in 1892. He died on May 
10, 1929 at Rodney in his 80th year, and at the time of his death was the oldest living 
resident in the town. 


Based on the above, this previously unrecorded token was no doubt in use sometime 
' between 1885 and 1927. The “good for one cent’ token is the only denomination known at 
this time but as was customary, other denominations were no doubt struck. 


It is always a Surprise to the writer that we can continue to find new unrecorded tokens from 
so many years back, and that they have not surfaced previously.

Robert William Geary 


By Scott E. Douglas 


Robert W. Geary was born in Owen Sound, Ontario July 4, 1859 the only son of William Joseph and 
Emily Geary formerly of Cork, Ireland. Sometime in the early 1870’s William and Emily took Robert 
and moved to Pinkerton, Ontario about 45 miles away in Bruce County. Here William set up shop as 
a cabinet maker. 

On May 29, 1883 R.W. Geary married Jessie Pascoe of Niagara Falls, Ont. The marriage takes place 
at All Saints Anglican Church in Niagara Falls Village. The bride and groom return to Pinkerton 
where Geary would operate a dry goods store in a 
building newly built by his father William. His wife 
Jessie runs a millinery shop on the premises and is 
later joined by her mother-in-law in this endeavour. 
The population of Pinkerton is about 150. A short time 
later Geary forms Geary & Co. with 2 partners 

Thomas Pinkerton (saw and carding mills) and J.B 
Campbell (harness maker). This lasts until 1890 when 
Geary goes it alone and Campbell and Pinkerton open | 
up In a yellow brick building directly across the road. =~ 

The impression is that the split was not amiable or else was necessary and Bradstreet’s makes a 
point of reporting in their Dominion of Canada directory for Geary & Co. (R.W. Geary only). | say that 
it may have been necessary because the following year 1891 Geary becomes the Postmaster and 
has a post office set up in back of his store. It is possible that the arrangement made by Geary to 
become postmaster could not include his partners for some reason. The year 1891 also saw the 
birth of his daughter Grace. 

In 1898 Geary & Co. along with Jessie and Grace move to Niagara Falls and opened a dry goods 
store (also offering clothing and men’s furnishings) at the intersection of Main Street and Lundy's 
Lane. Robert Geary would try his hand at retall sales for just a few more years before giving it up 
forever in 1907 to become a Real Estate agent. Geary operated out of his home first at 33 Barker St. 
and later at 92 Main St. He continued in this vocation for the next 20 years until about 1927. Jessie 
and Robert Geary celebrated their 50" wedding anniversary on May 29, 1933 just one month before 
Robert passed away on June 30, 1933. 

Robert William Geary was 74 years old when he died. 

Shortly after Geary arrived in Niagara Falls he became involved with the Lundy’s Lane Historical 
Society becoming the President in 1909 and remaining in this position for 24 years until his death in 
1933. Geary became known in general as an expert on the War of 1812 and an expert specifically on 
the Battie of Lundy's Lane. To say it was his passion clearly would be an understatement. 


Geary wrote a 15 page pamphlet in 1912 as a ‘Memorial of the 

100th Anniversary of the War of 1812-14’ which was 

published by the Lundy’s Lane Historical Society. In 1914 Geary 

arranged and participated in a re-enactment of the Battle of Lundy's

Along with his seemingly vast knowledge of the War of 1812 Geary was also something of 
an expert on Military buttons. In the 1905 Ontario Historical Society annual report Geary is 
quoted in connection to ‘the potency of military buttons of British garrisons in 
Upper Canada as *synecdoche’s to loyalist efforts’ ..... “AZ that visibly 
remains of these once gallant battalions are these old battered and corroded 
pieces of stamped metal - relics insignificant in themselves, yet immensely 
suggestive of the great struggles in the political formation of this continent” 

At the time of his death Geary was the Honourary Vice-President of the Ontario Historical 
Society. Robert Geary was a frequent contributor to literary and historical publications in 
England, the United States and Canada.

In 1903 when W.R. McColl put out his list he made reference to R.W. Geary and his numismatic card 
on page 32 under the heading ‘Numismatists or Coin Collectors’. McColl gave the tokens number 
811 for the brass and 812 for the aluminium. At 50c each McColl valued them at double most of the 
other like offerings possibly suggesting that there were not as many available. Given the familiar 
style of the obverse McColl may even have had a hand in the creation of these pieces. That Geary 
and McColl knew each other there is no doubt!

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In looking into Geary’s life | found several remarkable similarities. Both men had ties to Owen Sound. Both 
were in the dry goods business McColl leaving Oshawa with his partner Lee and going to Owen Sound anc 
Geary leaving Pinkerton and going to Niagara Falls. Both men left business partners to strikeout on their 
own and both left the dry goods business completely to become Real Estate Agents. Both men had 
passions beyond numismatics that gave them recognition McColl, orchids and ferns and Geary, the War ot 
1812. Both were considered distinguished citizens in their respective towns and were well respected by 
their peers. Even their first names are the same (almost) Robert William Geary and William Robert McColl. 
Finally both men died in 1933 McColl, February 10 and Geary, June 30.
